Continuation of 2. NOTE: The proposed amendment to claims 1 and 14 presents new issues requiring further consideration due to the 
fact that there is insufficient antecedent basis for this proposed amendment in the claim to such a degree that it is not clear what is being 
reffered. For example, how is the "top plan form view" being defined since no structure has been described in the claim from the "top plan 
form view" to understand what is intially in that view when intially describing the structure. For that matter, the handles could be on a side 
end that the "top plan form view" defined as that side or a top view 90 degrees from that side. In other words, relative structure, in view of 
the claimed view, is vague in meaning and potentially can conjure different points of view at this time. 
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
